MINUTES OF
GREEN COUNTY BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT
Wednesday, August 29, 2018

1. CALL TO ORDER AND ROLL CALL
The Board of Adjustment met in the County Board Room of the Green County Courthouse in
Monroe on Wednesday, August 29, 2018. At 7:00 p.m., the meeting was called to order by
Chairman Fahey.

2. CLOSED SESSION
